N^eyed lands rolt'aaL'd fi oni tho Island Kail- 
way Bolt, souudsboinethiii!,' like the U0W3 of 
a thaw aftor a liaid frost. It haa boon 
wiaeiy resoK-od by the government to 
offer these lauds at auction, so as at once 
to bar their being bought in fur mere pur- 
poses of speculation, an evil as great as 
that which the Island has so long endur- 
ed in ita efTorts to dbtain a railway. Ac- 
■ tutil settlers will not, of course, be inter- 
fered with, and can obbiin thoir lots at 
the usual price of SI per acre; but those 
wishing to purchase at tho government 
sale on tho 15th August, will l)e brought 
into healthy competition, and wliilc their 
speculations will bo a mutual check on 
«aoh othef, the province will realize a far 
better price for tho land. The sale will 
be one of considerable interest. Its re- 
sults will indicatejto a consiilerable extent 
tho faith of the purchasers in the future 
of the province, ajid it will lii^ curious to 
observe to what extent the tradiiiuiial and 
popular price of §1 an acre will be exceed- 
ed. For peculiarly eligiblaor valuable 
juts quite an exciting contest may be ex- 
pufted, as when an intondiiii^ purfhaser, 
from any rea.son, lia.s once decideil in his 
mind to become piLsaessur of a certain hit 
ho will go a hing way in the excitement of 
Mi auction sale before he will allow otiiera 
to take it from hiui. Tho Uind.i which 
will be oifered aru colored rod on the 
maps shown at tho nuctioneer's oflice, and 
are as fcjllows: Nnrth Saaiiicii, 1,581 
acres; Soutli SaiUiicli, S7-1 acres; High- 
land, l,Olir) acres; Lake, '2,VM acres;

EniToH Colonlst:— .\h tlic vote upon 
niy oiler to illuminate the city will be tak- 
en to-day, and as a writ-jr in tho StuiKhi nl 
has attempted to falsify my agreenuint 
with tho city, a word ui explanation may 
not be out of place at this time. 

The terms of the agreement nro easily 
tinderatood. I undertake at my own cost 
"•to erect and place in oiieratimi a light 
(from throe lower.s) eiiuil to 50,000 can - 
dles, and til denion.ili all- beynnd a possi- 
bility of doulit, that the ii'.4lit can l)e so 
maintainetl. Tltis boins; accomplishoii , 
tho Conned agrees to either rent the light 
at $U,000 per annum, or purchase the 
plant, (at a cost not to exceed §12,500), 
and operate it theniselvoH, ivliich I have 
no hesitation in sayuig they can do 25 
por cent, loss llian I can. The impression 
is sought to bi' I'M-atod that the city is 
bound to rent the light for eight years, 
as well as to purchase it. Such is not tlio 
case. If they rent it for eight years they 
are not required to |)urchasc; and of 
course if they purchase they don't require 
to rent. 

Uperat(,'d by tho city the oxpeiisi-s 
would not exceed the cost of gas and oil, 
nor would it increase as the other ayi- 
toma of lighting must, year by year. At 
tho same time it is 50 tiiiioa greater in 
volume than the proseut light, and will 
cover a gi'i-at area, liy this means the 
whole of the city Iniiltb will be lighted, 
and persons living in the outskirts will 
enjoy privilegss hitherto denied them. 
To this class of citiiiena tho now light is 
of special interest, and they should eon- 
firm that interest by a solid vuto to day 
in its favor. 

Raw recruits among us are accustomed 
at times to speak of "candle power" as if 
it were so many bricks, and uf "electri- 
city" as if it could be forked over by the 
bucket, and stacked to ordef, with such 
cold-blooded iiidiflerence as to chill the 
hopes of a warri(ir. And that is jS"t all. 
They claim tn be 'riginal )iroinotors, with 
tho electrical prospects of tho coast in 
their aide pocket, and to be ai;ent for tho 
Brush Company with the disposition of 
all their patronage in tliis city, etc. The 
atatementsof such should be takoii, in this 
connection, "subject to coiiilrniation. ' 
In reply to the emjuiry "Have j'on a solo 
agent in this city!" came tho reply "W'e 
have no agent, sole, irrevocable or olher- 
■. wise in Victoria, and any one claiming so 
■ t6'"be is doing sn withtiut our authority. " 
Signed, (!eo. H. Rn.s, secretary Brush 
Co., .San Franeisro, lyiliJuly, 188li. And 
yet tho same person making this claim 
thinks his guarantee should be siillicient 
to warrant the council in spending S12,- 
COO on a hght. 

I have simply to say to tho citizens,t)iat 
should the bylaw bo sanctioned, its con- 
ditions will be faithfully carried out, and 
ask that the light bo secured by voting 
consistently in its favor. It can be 
secured without increasing t;ixatioii.

ARRIVAL OP THE IDAHO. 
ITothiner Esoltln'er Sat Qonorallr &o»d. 



News by the stoamship Idaho states 
that business is livoly in camp and gold 
ilust plentiful. In the basin the mniers 
wore taking out §8 per day pur mnti. In 
the Treadwell claim they have penetrated 
the surface and struck gold in the lower 
tunnel, and the rock there provtjs oiiually 
os^gaod as that found in either id tiie 
other tunnels. Tluj people have been 
watching operations in this ledge knowing 
that if the tunnel [iruved good it niu-st be 
one of the richest mining claiiii.s en the 
coast. At the Treatlwell claim the man- 
ager is well pleased with the present mit- 
look, and there is little doubt but there 
will be much more tlomg ne.xt spring. 
Powers iV Co., who are washing the sur- 
face of tlieir mine, are doing a good bus- 
iness. Al Pyramid harbor the saliuon 
had net commenced running on the llith 
inat,, but both canneries are proiiaring to 
attend to a large number when they did 
appear. About '2-t miners came down on 
the Idaho; they represent that business 
is not so good in Harcisburtf this summer 
as last, and free minors are n^t dniiig 
a'lythiiig extiaordinai y. In uiie claim 
they were making JrlO per ilay. The ln-sf 
claims round liarri.sburg were those of 
Dick Uarris, Mike I'nwors and Cmiu s. 
As a rule miners could n t alhod to pay 
.Siwaslies "$'2 [ler ilay. ionl nearly all had 
returned that went up tins .ij.niig. .\i 
Douglas Islaiul, where there is a placer 
mine and a small staniii null, there were 
two or throe men working. The 3taiii[) 
mill up the gulch was not at work.

Among 
the passengers by the Idaho were two 
young .-Maaka bears, about five months 
old, who felt inclined to grumble bocatise 
the c.-iptain did not kee[) a cmv, and some 
tame gulls.

In my last letter, dated on board tho 
.steamer Otter in Clarence Strait, June 
'2Uh, I promised to let you know of my 
arrival liore, which was on the afternoon 
ofthe'ioth. I was very kindly received 
and welcomed by Mr. Alexander Mc- 
Koiizio, trader at the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's 1)031 hero, who assigned me com- 
plete ipiiLrlera in a cuttago inside the 
company's encluauiv, where I have estab- 
lished niyaoli, and thruiigb tho kind aa- 
sialanou of IMr, Mclveiizie have made a 
very iutureBtiiig collection, tu which I am 
ttiaking additions every day. 

I have' been up Massut Inlet with Mr. 
McKenzio and Mr, C, W. D. Clifford, of 
I'oaco river, who is here on a visit. We 
luaJe inir lirst cani]) al tbo mouth of a 
small stream, some twelve m- fourteen 
miles from hero, and had a very pleaaalil 
time. Wu visitod sonuj small streania to 
exainihe the country, and obtain some 
fossils. 

Massut village ia situated on the east- 
ern slinru of Alaaaet Inlet, about '2h milea 
from Dixon's eiilraiioe. The shores take 
a beial toward tho east, and the village 
faces the south . Tliia bend is too slight 
to be shown in the chart of tho lulot, 
which is represented as ruitning alinoat due 
north aiitl south. Thu country is level, 
and there is much "pen pasture land 
wliich is covered with a liixiiriaiit growth 
of grass and .vild pea, atbirdiiig thu rich- 
e.sl kind nf pa.sturc, as llio tine condition 
uf Mr. .Mackeii/.io's e.iltle iir.'vos. Tlie 
shores of tho Inlet present the aanio a|)- 
poaranceaa the country back of Wliit- 
l)y's Island and Swinomish. Tliere is a 
dense growth of spruce, hemlock, and 
i-odar, and in tho iiilorior, near the luoiiii- 
t lira, ia the yoU mv eyprcsa or Sitka cedar, 
as it la called nii I'u^'et Sound. The 
Sjiruce ia very lar'go nnil makes uxcelloiil 
lumber, and the cedar alao grows to a 
vory largo ai/.o , 

Massi'tt ia t he ciiiine building place of 
Queen Charlotte Islands, more canoes 
being built here than al any other village, 
Tliero iiru now i|uilu ;i number of large 
onea in tho course of building, and I now 
have a good chance to see the method 
and make skotelies of canoes just hewn 
out, and the aaiiio canoe after being [iro- 
perly finished. After the canoe baa heuii 
mostly liuwii out red-hot stones are placed 
in it, walur lhr.>wn in and the canoe 
covered over with mala and aaila to kou|) 
ill the heat. I examined one to-day, the 
water fairly boiled, nnd when tho wood 
wa.i stiftoneil by tho steam and heat, 
sticks were iiisertod and the sides gradu- 
ally pressad i>|ieii till about the desired 
wiilth was obtained. The canoe is then 
allowed to ruiii.iin over night. The next 
day now hut stones and water are [uit in, 
and a .slow lire is made on thu ground, 
abuig lliu bottom of tho canoe, Thia 
touglieiia the wo<id and allows it tu bo 
made widor by the atrulching until it is 
as wide as safety will periiiil, and tliuii 
when C"ld is finiahed off with chiaula and 
liaiKlaiiike.'i, and tliwarts are inserted and 
the knot-holes iiigoiiiously stopped and 
the cnnoo is ready for pnintiiij^. These 
canoes arc sold to tho liidlnns at Fort 
Simiiaoii and Skidogato, nnd other vil- 
lages, ami are famous for their neat ap- 
pearance. 

The houses of the MiisBett Indians, of 
the old eoiistruction, nro massive build- 
ings, about DO foot mpiare, some made 
longer. In front of each ia n carved col- 
uuiii, made of the trunk of a cedar tree, 
hi illowed out behind to lessen tho weight. 
.Si line of Ibese are To foot high. On tho 
front aide are carved devices indicating 
the tokun.s or faniil}' crests, which are re- 
pi-eseiited by hear, lioaver, frug, eagle, 
raven, seal, halibut, shark, and other 
animals, grouiied togutlier in fantastic 
manner, to illustratosoniu ancient legend. 
Every column has its history, and some 
of the legends are as interesting as the 
lalea of tho orgies. 

An Ezporlmont with Ensilage. 

(ruUiv:a.ir»'l)iii.lc. ) 

On the "-'atli of .June we visitud the 
dairy farm of .-V. Marilliard, at .■\lderneys, 
a few miles from San Kafau), Marin coun- 
ty, nnd examined ihu propriutor'a method 
of proserving green forajje as ensilage. 
Mr. Mailliard attended the Enaibigo Col- 
lege, which met in New York soinu eigh- 
teen nnailbs or so fiinre, and was very 
favorably impressed with what he there 
saw aiul heard, lie determined lu 
lliorougliiy test the syatein on his own 
farm and for thai jiurpose bad a brick- 
liiied silo or pit constructed on the edge 
of the lull, by the aide of his cattle barn. 
The silo iiieiisures Kixl-l inside of the ex- 
terior w.-illa, which are 11 iiichea thick, 
with a depth of 12 foul. A dram was 
made uiideruoath, a brick floor laid and 
tho whole interior ceniuiited to prevent 
water from cnturing or the juice of the 
ensil.iye escaping. Tho partition walls, 
of brick, are 12 inches thick and also 
ceiiieiitud. A passage is cut in the hill 
leading to a door at one end of the silo, 
with its sill even with the door and of 
coiiveuieiit height for a man to enter. ! 
The door ia closed by ao|)aralo planks, | 
which eriLSs the opening with their ends ! 
held ill a ifrnove on either aide. j 

A wnodeii tramway is provided for the 
feed car, uliicli conveys the ensilage to 
the stalls. | 

Originally the silo was dividotl into two 
conipartnieuts, but this year the luiiiibur 
bus been mcroasod to four, as the smaller 
space IS inrire ipiickly tilled and emptied, 
with leas exposure to the air. Over the 
pit is a subataiitial frame, auiiportiiig a 
wide roof, but opened at the sides. 

Thi.s silo was used for the firat time in 
LSiS'J. The forage then usod was rye, In- 
dian corn and sorghum, all cut and haul- 
ed green to tho silo, and most of it was 
there cut U|) fine l)y an ensilage machiiio 
run liy Imrau power. 

A p.irtion of the Indian corn was put 
in without cutting, Ijy way of oxperiiiieiit. 
Tho onsihigo was fed to the cattlu, with 
the uMU.il ground food, during seven 
moiillis. Old and young relished the food 
and tlirovu u[>on it. 

The rye eiisilaige waa most siitiafiictory , 
I ndiiiii corn next, and sorghum least of 
all, as il waa liable tu mould soon after 
exposure to the air. 

The experience of tho year nnd his nb- 
servatioii al the Eiisilagu Congress, led 
Mr, Slailliard tu believe that ryo and 
other similar si/.ed plants could bo pre- 
served in the alio without thu oxpenaive 
process of cnlting iiilo short pieces. This 
season licHowed rye and wheat in equal 
parts soon after the first raina on 
thoroughly tilled land nt the rate of four 
buahela pur acre, and bad a very heavy 
crop, about seven feet high. 

The grain waa cut ivlioii very green tho 
latter half of .^[iril, bound in sheaves and 
hauled to the silo the same day or the 
next niio. The aheavoa wore packed 
longtliwise in the silo, the bands of every 
aecimd layer being cut. When the top 
111 tho brickwork waa reached boards wuro 
placed tuiniiorarily inside of tho post of 
the shed iind the forage piled up four feet 



higher. Boards and moderate weights 
were placed ou tup, and in a day or ao 
the mass sank to the level of the bricks 

ami several feet lower. 

Whilo the contonta of one compart- 
ment wag settling another was tilled. Thu 
first waa then uncovered and piled high 
again, and not until the third tilling did 
the charge remain near the level of the 
brickwork. A layer of Worthless grass 
was placed on lop of the onailago to re- 
ceive the moisture reaultliig from tlio first 
heating of the maaa and after a time tho 
cover was removed and this gras-s thrown 
out. Mr. Mailliard considered the danger 
from mold as considerably lessened by 
this measure. 

When the ensilage was down to tho top 
of the pit it waa covered with great care. 
A tliree-iiich [dunk was set on edge, 
lengthwise of each compartment next the 
two walls, Keating on these two-inch ' 
planks were laid Hat and close together | 
across the silo. Over these, one-inch • 
boards were placed so as to cover the ' 
cracks. On top of all four-foot wood was ' 
piled tu a height of four to six feet. An- 
other aeaaon screws and props arc to be 
tried, as giving the needed pressure more , 
econoiuically than the wood. We shall ' 
be greatly interested to see the result of i 
this important experiment. If ensilage , 
can be made to economically fill tho gap, ' 
which too often occnrra between green 
corn fodder ;ind new grass, it is very im- j 
piirtant that the fact should bo known, j 
Those w ho work out such problems do a ' 
public service. ; 



■WHIRLING DOW .-7 NIAGARA. 

A Thrilline: Story of tho Rescue of 
Four lAoa toy a Bxaro Oanadlas- 

( Buffalo Ceiiuiierelal. ) 

.lust as a grain scow containing a craw 
of four men, and lowed by two horses, 
awung uul of the Chippewa cut into tho 
Niag.ira river, she met a rift of timber 
rather ne:ir the shore for the scow to 
pass between it and the lantl. 'I'lie scow 
was forced tu take the oulsi'.lo. The 
driver of the horses did his boat to keep 
tho line clear by urging his horses, but il 
finally caught in the logs and snapped. 
.\s the rope parted, tho boat trembled on 
thu aiirtaee of tho water for an instant, 
as if in dread of the terrible fate that 
awaited it, and then swung around and 
started for Niagarra Falls at a terrific 
pace. The scow, buing^destinod for canal 
navigation, hail no small boat or 
anchor. 

Appreciating in an instant their awful 
danger, the men on tho scow yelled to tho 
men on the raft to got a boat cpiick. One 
of thoir nuiiiber sprung ashore and ran for 
Cliiiiiiewa, shunting aa ho ran: "Help ! a 
boat, i|uick ! men going over the falls I" 
Tho sound of his voice reached the vil- 
lage considerably in advance of the man, 
and the cry was there t ikon up and re- 
pealed from street to street. Tho people 
[lourod out of llioir liuusea and shops, 
each in(|uiring of the other what could bo 
done. Sumo scattered to hunt for one, 
while those who felt that thoy could be of 
no use if a boat were found, ran down tho 
creek bank to see what was tho situation 
on tho river. 

On reaching it we wore horriliud to sec 
that the scow had already got cor.aider- 
ablj' below the mouth of the crook, and 
was apoodiiig down stream with its pre- 
oioua human freight, to what seemed cer- 
tain destruction. Some of the men on 
veaacl were mi their knees, with clasped 
hands and upturned faces, commending 
their souls to tiod. Very soon tho Can- 
adian bank of the river was lined with 
huiidrotla of people, while i|uito a crowd 
were seen on the Goat Island side. 
They were all agonizing witnesses of four 
fellowa in horrible terror. 

Juataaliope had been abandoned, ap- 
parently, by people on land and men on 
the scow, a voice cried from the upper end 
of the crowd, "Here comes a boat." In 
an instant every eye was turned in the 
direction of Chippewa crook, and there 
some of thorn recngui^.ud the tall and ath- 
letic form of a bargeman named Smith, 
in on ordinary clinker boat, pulling bold- 
ly into tho stream. 

.\8 he forged out into the river he made 
a hasty survey of tho situation, and then 
plied tho white ash with redoubled ener- 
gy. Aa he sped along, the boat almost 
leaping from the water at each stroke, a 
cheer aroao from the people on the shore 
that fairly rent the air. Tho monieul 
Smith appeared, the attention of the men 
waa riveted Upon him and his fQvil craft. 
On nnd on ho shot, each stroke narrowing 
the distance between him and tho a cow 
hut the latter was getting alarmingly 
close to the rapids, to entor which was 
certain destruction to all on board. 

Those of us on shore could not help ad- 
miring and applauding the heroism of 
young ymith, but we could only feel that 
the result of his daring would be tu add 
another to the list of the lost. As he 
iioarud the scow he turned !iia head and 
sI;outed to the men ; "Scatter along the 
aide of the boat and dro[) in as 1 pass by." 
The command was promptly uboycd, niid 
in an inslaiit the little craft was along- 
side. One after another tho men sprang 
in, until the four were safely in the bot- 
tom uf the boat. 

Now came a moment of painful anxiety. 
"What will he do (" was the query that 
came to every mind. Smith had his 
plan of action and never hesitated a nio- 
meiit. At a point some distance from 
the Canada shore the ciirroiit divided at 
thu head of the rajiids, part of tho stream 
llowiiig around an island in tho l icintiy of 
the burnt spring. In reaching tho cur- 
rent leading around the island lay the 
only hope of escape, Taking a diagonal 
Gourso around and down the stream. 
Smith bent every effort to reach tho Can - 
adian divide. It was ;i deaperato strug- 
gle for the lives of live men between the 
seething, boiling waters and the muscle 
and endurance of young Smith, with tho 
odds seemingly against him. But the di- 
vide was finally gained, with not a boat's 
lengtli to sjiaro, and the frail craft shot 
down between tho island and tho main- 
land like a rocket. At the foot of tho is- 
land the channel widened materially, the 
current slackened ami tho water became 
moro sh.allow, and here young Smith 
landed his boat, having performed one of 
the most heroic and daring feats over par- 
formed by mortal man.
